‘The article frankly alludes. to 
Count Herbert’s youthful brawis, to his later 
intrigues, and to his embroilment with «a 
woman at Bonn, from which he had to slash 
his way with his sword, receiving an ugly cut 
on the head. The Bismarckian contempt for 
women, accentuated by this and another in- 
trigue after the war, is represented as the 
origin of all that is baneful in the Bismarckian 
character.

A Fron GUARD. 


A strong military guard is posted around the 
Parliamentary Building and no one is allowed 
to pass into the Chamber unless he can give 
convincing proof to the guards as to his iden- 
tity.

Members 
of the Opposition in the Lower 
House of the Diet to-day protested 
against the presence of the troops 
as impeding access tothe Chamber and pre- 
venting free debate. They therefore de- 
manded that the Chamber adjourn, which was 
acceded to. Upon the resumption of the sit- 
ting the House adopted a resolution offered by 
the President, empowering him to act in con- 
cert with the authorities to secure free access 
to the building and public tranquillity.

) BY POLICEMEN. 


Futile Attempts to Run 
Cars on the Tied- 
Up Lines. 


A Number of Desperate En- 
counters Between the Po- 
lice and Mobs. 


The Situation in New York Practically Un- 
changed—Both Sides Still Determined— 
Cars Turned Back to the Stables—Ob- 
structions Placed on the Tracks—Switches 
Torn Up—Pelicemen. Overpowered and 
Roughly Handled by the Strikers and 
Syuspathizers—The Situationin Breoklyn. 


New YORK, January 30.—The situation in 
this city this morning, so far as the street-car 
tie-up is concerned, remains in practically 
about the same condition as yesterday. People 
accustomed to take the Twenty-third Street 
Crosstown road had to foot it this morning. 
The neighborbood of the Sixth avenue car 
stables was deserted, except by the police, 
this morning. It was said that cars would 
be started from there, beginning at 9 
o'clock this morning, or as soon there- 
after as a sufficient force of police 
could be mustered to man them. Matters 
were quiet around the stables of the Broadway 
and Seventh Avenue Railroad Co. this morn- 
ing. The strikers stood in knots on the cor- 
ner, but were very orderly. A notice was 
posted inthe office window stating that em- 
ployes who did not report for duty before 
noon to-day would be considered discharged 
and those who returned to work.would be 
fully protected in the discharge of their 
duties. It was not known when this com- 
pany would start a car. The strikers appear 


to be very well posted regarding the situation 
thoughout the a 4 At the Eighth avenue 
stabies severai of them said that the Twenty- 
third street and Christopher street lines had 
been tied up. The police anticipate some 
trouble at the various stables when attempts 
are made to run cars this morning. Fears are 
entertained, especially with regard to the 
Sixth Avenue road. 
A LITTLE TROUBLE. 

There was a littie trouble on the Grand 
Street Cross-Town line at Fifth avenue this 
morning. Strikers overturned a coal wagon 
on the tracks, and it looked as ifan encounter 
was imminent. A patrol wagon full of re- 
serves was sent there from police headquar- 
ters, but when they arrived at the scene Capt. 
Thompson's reserves from the Eighth Pre- 
cint Police Station had removed the obstruc- 
tion and dispersed the strikers. 

CARS MANNED BY POLICEMEN.

STRIKERS GETTING DESPERATE. 

Large crowds of strikers and their sympa- 
thizers began to assemble early at the stables 
of the Belt Line. Additional police were tele 
graphed for and sent to the scene and cleared 
the sidewalks. Atl0o’clock the excitement 
was at fever heat, but upto that time no car 
had been started. It was said that if cars 
were started there would be bloodshed, be- 
cause the strikers were getting desperate. 
Police Supt. Murray was at headquarters at 5 
o’clock this morning detailing men for the 
day’s work. He has at his command 2,500 
men, and all have been detailed to points 
where it is thought trouble may occur. 

UNDER STRONG GUARD. 

Dispatches to headquarters reported that 
the Third avenue line had run eight cars dur- 
ing the night and that no trouble had been 
experienced. Policemen rode on the cars, 
while others were stationed all Sheng the 
route. Notice has been served on ead- 

varters by the officials of the Broadway and 
Seventh Avenue line that they intend to start 
a car at noon. 

OLD DRIVERS GIVE UP. 

At the Fourth Avenue Depot a notice is 
posted to the effect that 175 conductors, 175 
drivers and 150 stablemen are wanted to take 
the places of the strikers, and all newcomers 
are notified that those who go to work now 
will be retained in the employ of the com- 

any whatever the result of the strike may be. 
bp to 11:30 about fifty applicants for the ai- 
had been accepted, and at that hour 
twenty-six cars had been started. Six ofthe 
old drivers reported for duty before noon and 
were put to work. The cars are being run only 
as far down as Fourteenth street and as far up 
as Eighty-sixth street. The avenue is lined 
with people watching the running of the oars 
and evidently expecting a collision. Thus 
far, however, the operations of the strikers 
have been without violence in this quarter. 

RESTING QUIETLY. 

Supt. Foulk of the Ninth Avenue Line stated 
to a reporter to-day that his road would not 
send out any cars till the trouble was all over. 
He did not care to incite a riot. The men had 
been forced to leave their work without any 
reason for it, and he was not going to increase 
the complications of the situation. Mr. Fouik 
says he can see no reason why the State Board 
of Arbitration should have any part in this 
matter, and that he should certainiy decline 
to treat with them. 

A LIVELY ENCOUNTER. 

Atllo’clock a mob of strikers gathered at 
the corner of Bedford and Carmine streets and 
overturned half a dozen wagons on the Sixth 
avenue tracks. They also compelled two ash- 
men to dump their loads on the tracks and 
thirty milk cans and a lot of paving stones 
were scattered along for the length of an en- 
tire block.

CASUALTIES. 


Threwan From His Carriage—Accidentally 
Shot—Seriously Injured. 


By Telegraph to the PoRT-DISPATCH. 

New YorK, January 30.—The big ferry- boat 
Brooklyn of the Hamilton Ferry left the 
Brooklyn side of the river at 8 o’clock last 
nightand alittle steam launch belonging to 
the German steamer Hanson Court left Pier 5, 
East River, witn five men on board, afew 
minutes later. There was no light on the lit- 
tle launch, and the lookout paid no heed to 
where they were going. Thus it is that in the 
darkness the ferry-boat crashed into the 
little launch and noone knew what had hap- 
pened untilthe men cried for help. A pas- 
senger on the ferry-boat named Will- 
lam Hickey of Brooklyn happened to 
be standing on the deck atthe time and saw 
the launch just before it was struck. He said 
there were no lights and as it was very dark 
the ferry-boat was hanging over the launch 
before he could see the little boat. He eried 
to the engineer to reverse his engine but it 
was too late. The bow of the Brooklyn had 
struck the launch amidship, and ‘turned 
it over like a crushed egg-shell. Three ot the 
five mien on board the launch escaped, and 
two were drowned. The men appeared to 
have no idea how their lives were saved 
and attributed it to nothing but 


luck. The Captain of the Hanson Court, Au- 
gust Beckmann, who was one of the five, knew 
nothing of the accident until the Brooklyn 
rushed down on his little craft. He reached 
out biinaly and seized the first thing his 
hands could reach, which, ut turned out after- 
wards, was the side of the launch, and there 
he clung, although he was dragged through 
the water and his boat was turned completely 
over. 

When the launch rolled up from beneath the 
water, he was still holding on. He was 
thought to be drowned until he was heard cry- 
— tor heip. The tug Garlick, which was 
lying beside pier 4, pushed out and after a 
great deal of work managed to pick him up. 
Capt. Beckmann was so thoroughly exhausted 
that he could not hold the ropes thrown him, 
and he bad to be picked up with ape pole. 
His wet clothes were removed and he was

wetting. He was in a dazed condition and 
said of the accident: 

don't know how it happened. I — 4 
clung to the side of the boat and was saved. 
Two of the men, I hear, have been drowned 
I do not know their names. 

He 1s 31 years of age, a German and unmar- 
ried. The other two who were saved had even 
more remarkable experfences than the Cap- 
tain. Howell Eckert, the chief engineer 
the Hanson Court, and Thomas Lad, the sec- 
ond mate, said that after the accident they 
were crying for — and clinging to the 
big bunoh of chairs which hung about the rua- 
der ofthe ferry-boat. Their cries attracted 
the attention of the people on board the 
Brooklyn and they were soon relieved from 
their dangerous position. Beyond a thorough 
scare and wet feet they did not suffer any in- 
jury. They were safely stowed away on 
board the tag Garlick, wrapped up ia biankets 
and given many drinks of hot liquor to quiet 
their nerves. Ot the two men who were lost 
in the darkness nothing is known.

Mor- 
gan, filed a plat of the oy with the Register 
of Deeds of Emporia. bis plat shows an ele- 
gantly laid out village with streets and ave- 
nues running through it. The place is called 
Highland Park and the plat shows it to be ad- 
—- Emporia, and lots have been sold in it 

© strangers by the owners who are alleged to 

have represented that it was situated but two 
blocks from the Normal ool 
at Emporia. One W. T. Stur - 
ges of Kansas City, who is supposed 
to be a stool pigeon toropein strangers, ap- 
pears on the records as purchasing a number 
of lote in the place. The deeds are signed by 
W. G. Morgan and acknowledged by A. O. 
Wharton, anotary public. Sixteen or eigh- 
teen different parties are said to have pur- 
chased lots within the past few weeks in the 
place. The handwriting of Organ is said to be 
dentical with that of Morgan, whom no one 
at Emporia knows. The deed for the park 
sent to Morgan at Kansas Oity was not called 
for. it is alleged, and was given to either 
Wharton or Organ to hond to Morgan. 

Last summer, Ohief of Detectives O'Neill 
was notified that Wharton had gone to a 
notary here and wanted him to take his 
acknowledgment to a lot of biegk deeds. 
The Chief of Detectives had Wharton brought 
to his office. He claimed that the deeds were 
to be used out in Kansas for the sale of prop- 
erty ont there and that, being a resident of 
this a he wan his acknowledgment 
taken ere.

Two Sailors Lost—Bravery of the Captain's

NEw YORE, January 30.—The big British ship 
Stephen D. Horton was burned to the water's 
edge on the afternoon of December 27 in Iati- 
tude 7 deg. 8 min. south, longituae 28 deg. 
22 min. west, which is about 420 miles off the 
coast of Pernambuco. John Davis and Henry 
Younger, sailors, lost their lives, the former 
by suffocation and the other by drowning. 
Capt. Lewis and his brave young wife and the 
remaining nineteen members of the crew took 
to the life boats and after intense suffering 
from exposure, hunger and thirst, were res- 
cued and landed at Pernambuco. Capt. Lewis 
and his wife arrived here yesterday on the 
steamship Advance, and related to a reporter 
the thrilling story of the loss of their ship. 

The Horton sailed from Caloutta October 2 
with acargo of jateand about one hundred 
tons of saltpeter. The vessel was consigned 
to J. F. Whitney & Co. ofthis city. The Cape 
of Good Hope was passed safely and the ship 
reached St. Helena December 16, and after 
taking ona fresh supply of provisions and 
water resumed ber voyage on the evening of 
the following day. It was about 11:30 o’clock 
on the morning of December 27 when 

THE CRY OF FIRE 
rang through the ship. It was a delightful 
morning, the wind was light and the vessel 
was under full sail. Oneof the sailors dis- 
covered smoke issuing from the pumping 
well, which is about amidship. As quickly 


as possible the call to quarters was sounded. 
The crew responded without delay and bravely 
began the battle with the fames. Capt. wis 
at once saw that the fire was in the bold down 
among the — of jute. The hatches were 
tightly battened down so as to prevent the air 
getting at the flames, but the fire worked its 
way to the saltpeter, which exploded with an 
a report, and the struggle was hopeless 
from that moment. In less than two hours 
after the smoke was discovered the ship from 
stein tc stern was wrapped in flames. Through- 
out the dreadful scene Capt. Lewis’ young wife 
bad stood by the men at work and encouraged 
them to preserve their presence of mind.

A PANIC. 

Little time was occupied in getting boats 
launched, Chief Officer Coatfleet taking com- 
mand of one and Capt. Lewis of the other. 
Mrs. Lewis was lowered into the first boat, 
which was manned by nine sailors. Buta 
panio now ensued among the rest of 
the crew; the scorching flames were 
more than they could stand. Driven to 
desperation, about eight of them wiidily 
umped into the sea and swam away from the 
urning ship. Poor Sailor Davis was over- 
come by smoke, and, exhausted, dropoed 
into the fames and was consumed before the 
eyes of bis comrades. With the exception of 
Younger, ali the ewimming men were picked 
up, but he was not seen after he took the fatal 
leap. Thetwo boats were rowed away and 
their occupants surveyed from the distance 
the destruction of their ship. Then the beats 
were headed for Pernambuco. Provisions 
were very scanty, each boat containing ten 

rsons and having only a small bucket of 

iscuitand a sop of wateras the dally al- 
lowance. 
INTENSE SUFFERING. 

For three days and two nights the boats 
were tossed about on the broad Atlantic. All 
suffered intensely from the burning sun and

How the Cheese of That Name Is Manu- 
factured. 


From the American Analyst. 

A cheese that makes the epicure’s palate 
bob with delight is called ‘‘Brie,’’ or 
‘*Fromage Coulomiers,’’ as one of the brands 
Is called. Brie is the name of the province in 
France where this cheese is made. Those 
French peasants, in making this de- 
ightful cheese, set the milk for twelve 
hours, then skim it. Twelve hours 


later the skimmed milk is curdled with ren 
net. Twenty-four hours after curdiing the 
curd and cream in equal parts are put to- 
gether in molds, spoonful by spoonful. The 
tin mold, which is topless and bottomless, 
rests on astraw mat—single straws laid side 
by side to cover a surface of about 
twelve inches, and this is held to- 
gether by a woof of two or three threads. This 
mat lies on a thin board, resting on an in- 
clined sheif, to dfain off the whey. After two 
days, it is turned out upon another straw mat, 
which rests upon a mat of osier, and lightly 
sprinkied with etraw. It is then turned every 
day untilcured. It never feels the heat of 
fire. Afterthis it will keep a year, provided 
you can keep it away from the mouths of

D. H. Womack 
of Benton, Ark., a traveling man, who was in 
the room with Clayton, his friend, 
Mr. Alnutt, and your correspondent were, 
occupying the same room. Clayton had been 
nervous all evening, and was pacingthe floor 
with his hands in his pockets. He walked to- 
wards the window, over which the blind was 
partially drawn, and was in the act of sitting 
down when a Bhot was fired through the 
window, makinga very loud report and 
putting out the light. We could hear the 
blood running from Clayton’s wound. Your 
correspondent exclaimed: ‘‘The lamp has 
exploded and killed him!“

effect in the right side of Clayton’s neck, 
breaking it, one bullet passing clear tbrough.

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Republican Senatorial Caucus—The Samoan 
Trouble in the Senate. 


Wasnirotor, D. C., January 30.—A slimly 
attended caucus of Republican Senators was 
held at the Capitol this morning. The session 
was necessarily short, owing to the fact that 
the Senate met one hour earlierthan usual. 
The course to be followed by the party in the 
treatment of the application of the Territories 
for admission was the occasion for the caucus. 
The provisions of the House omnibus bill, 
which is pending before the Senate Committee 
on Territories,were briely explained by Chair- 
man Piatt, who also criticised the general 
plan and details of the measure. When this 
had deen done little time remained for general 
discussion. It was made clearly apparent, 
however, from the limited expression of in- 
dividual opinion, that there has been little or 
nochange in the position taken by the Re- 
publican Senators upon the subject at the 
last session. A disposition was shown to 
report the omnibus bill to the Senate, but 
with amendments excluding New Mexico and 
letting in North and South Dakota, Montana 
and Washington. There was shown a decided 
disposition to delay the admission of South 
Dakota by submitting the question again to 
the people of tne Territory, and there were 
hints of a Democratic scheme to influence 
the vote of North Dakota with the 
assistance of the railway people 80 as to pre- 
vent division and secure the admission of Da- 
kota as one State, and this was urged as a 
sufficient reason for refasing to — the 
House bill.

The views which he 
would express would be his own individual 
views and should neitherj compromise the 
Government nor receive undue attention else- 
where. After a general description of the 
islands, their products, inhabitants and com 
mercial importance, Mr. Dolph reviewed the 
history of affairs since the United States Gov- 
ernment first took an interest in the Samoan 
Islands and the recent occurrences which, he 
said, had involved the United States in some 
controversy with the German Government. 
He spoke of Col. Steinberger’s mission to 
the islands as United States Consular Agent 
and of the petition which he brought to 
the United States signed by ‘the principal 
chiefe—Malietoa (a predecessor of the late 
King) among others—asking for annexation 
and showing their belief that the 
United States Government had extended a 
rotectorate for them. Steinberger, he said, 
bad been sent back with presents from the 
United States Government and with a 
letter from President Grant, expressing 
the most lively interest inthe people of the 
islands, and a hope that their independent 
autonomy would de preserved. Stein- 
berger had, soon afterwards, left the 
service of the United States Government and 
become Premier of King Malietoa’s Govern- 
ment, his bein the first stable 
government established there; and this 
autonomous (or rather individual) govern- 
ment of Steinberger continued till February, 
1878, when be was arrested by the officers 
and men ofa British man-of-war, deported 
taken to one of the Fiji Islands and there 
released. He spoke of the treaty or con- 
vention of November, 1884, between Samoa 
and Germany as one which if it had been 
executed, would have substantially secured 
to the German Government the entire control 
of the Islands. 7 
Mr. Morgan remarked that that convention 
contained evidence absolutely convincing 
of the determination of German ac- 
quire a jurisdiction and power in Samoa 
and that Germany would not have 
abandoned it but forthe pressure brought to 
bear by other interested powers. 
Mr. Dolph said that thejextensive provisions 
of that treaty, and the powers conferred oy 
it on Germany, were itocompatible wit 
the independence of the native Government 
and were inconsistent with American treaty 
rights there; but that as soon as the German 
fleet sailed away the treaty had been repudi- 
ated by Maliectoa as having been signed under 
protest.

As bounties paid beet sugar producers in 
Europe are to be abolished, and competi- 
tion from that quarter will not much 
longer affect our market, the countries 
from which we import cane sugar may 
find it practicable to put on all the tax 
we take off. Soitis by no means certain 
that this bill will cheapen sugar to con- 
sumers. But it will most certainly, for 
the first time, give us protection in the 
open, brutal form of taxing the mass of 
citizens to put money in specific sums in 
the pockets of the few; forcing all forms 
ot industry to yield up a part of their 
earnings in order to make favored forms 
of industry more prosperous. 

There is no end of conclusive argu- 
ments against the justice and policy 
of this socialistic legislation, this bounty 
system of promoting particular in- 
dustries and private interests at the 
public’s expense. It unlocks the Treas- 
ury door to log-rolling combinations 
of predatory or mendicant interests. It 
multiplies pretexts for taxation a thou- 
sand fold. It destroys all the traditional 
limits of the taxing power and is a bold 
assertion of the dogma that Congress may, 
under pretense of promoting the gen- 
eral welfare, promote any private in- 
terest with gifts of public money, put- 
ting ita hands into the people's pockets 
for money to lavish on a favored few. It 
is precisely what the Supreme Court, 
through the mouth of Justice MILLER, de- 
clared to be, not taxation, but robbery 
under the forms of law. 

But it must be said in favor of the 
bounty system that there is no conceal- 
ment of the full amount of the robbery by 
& pretence that the money is collected for 
the support of the Government. The 
people will see what they are paying toa 
cent for private emolument, and it will 
not last long. It will not take thousands 
of millions from them without letting 
them know how much, as tariff protection 
does. If, for tariff benefits to favored in- 
dustries, equivalent bounties out of the 
Treasury were substituted, and charged 
to consumers, as in the case of this sugar 
bounty, the protection thus afforded would 
be as substantal and beneficial to the 
home market while the bounties lasted. 
But the “infants” would be much sooner 
weaned from the public teat, instead of 
being encouraged to keep on crying for 
larger rations of protection as = hey grow 
older. 
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ARKANSAS has achieved the distinction 
of introducing a new and startling feature 
into Congressional seat contests, this new 
feature being the corpse of the contestant, 
murdered in his bedroom at night by some 
person unknown, and in a town to which 
he had gone for evidence in regard to an 
alleged ballot-box fraud. An uglier oo- 
currence than this, uglier for the State or 
uglier for its dominant party, has never 
been recorded. It will generally be taken 
as an admission of all that has been 
charged in the way of ballot-box frauds, 
terrorism and violence in elections, and 
mere expressions of horror and disap- 
proval will not wash the hands of Arkan- 
sas Democracy of this deed. All the Con- 
gressmen and State officers of Arkansas 
should unite in a hunt that will bring the 
assassin immediately to justice.

PouiTicat interest in the State will be 
revived by the election to fill the two con- 
gressional vacancies in the Fourth Dis- 
trict created by the death of Hon. Jamzs

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LEGISLATOR JEWETT’S. BILB TO COMPEL 


‘THEM TO ADVERTISE MONTHLY. 


A Piece of Legislation Which Has Caused 
Some Surprise Among the St. Louis Fol- 
lowers of Aisculapius—How Far the 
Code of Ethics Now n 
Advertise. 


MONG the bills in- 
troduced in the 
Legislature yester- 
day was one re- 
quiring all physi- 
cians and surgeons 
to publish at least 
every thirty days 
their place of busi- 
ness and office 
hours. The bill 
Created much dis- 
cussion among the 
local physicians 
who had read 
about it. Every 
physician seen was 
firmly opposed to 
any euch a law, and 
nearly every one 
stamped the bill as 
absurd and nonsensical. None of them 
seemed to understand its purpose nor the ob- 
ject of the man who introduced it. Each of 
them seemed certain that no st. Louis coterie 
of physicians was back of the bill or that it 
hed emanated from this city in any way. The 
following physicians were seen about the mat- 
ter and expressed themselves as follows: 
DR. B. o. GBHKUNG. 

Dr. E. C. Gehrung said: ‘‘I cannot under- 
stand the purpose of euch a bill. There is 
nothing in the code of ethics of the medical 
profession now which prevents a physician 
advertising the location of his office and his 
office hours, but none of them, I believe, do 
it, because there is no necessity for it, Why 
such a bill should be introduced I cannot un- 
derstand, unless it was for the purpose of sub- 
jecting the profession to an annoyance, or in - 
tended as a cloak for some physicians to ex- 
tensively advertise themselves. Or maybe 
it was introduced, as 80 many bills 
are, simply forthe purpose of showing the 
member's constituents that he is doing some- 
thing. Ifthereis any good reason why such 
a bill should be passed, then let it become a 
law, but Lean certainly see none. As ciyill- 
zation advances changes in existing laws and 
new laws are constantly necessary, and it 
may be that this billwas intended for some 
good purpose, but 1 must, as I said before, 
confess that I ean see none that if tan serve. 

Do you think advertising would help the 
members of the profession any?’’ 

The reputable members ofthe profession 
would not profit by it. In fact, I know of 
nothing which would tend to more rapidly 
drag the profession down from the high 
standard it now has reached. All its ele- 
gance and refinement would be lost and it 
would descend to the level of a trade. But I 
do not believe that such a law would be con- 
stitutional. How can a physician be com- 
pelled to advertise any more than a lawyer? 
His business is entirely his private affair, 
and he has a right to conduct it as he pleases, 
Having this right, the members of the pro- 
fession who believe that their calling isa no- 
bie one will never indorse any practice which 
would tend to its retrogression.’’ 

DR. B. C. BURNETT.

It would 
not be proper for him to ad- 
vertise that e made throat troubles 
a specialty for that would be impiyin 
that he possessed greater knowledge abou 
the manner of treating such troubies than his 
brother physicians. It may be that Mr. 
Jewett’s bill was instigated some mem- 
bers of the profession who wan 
for advertising. But they already have the 
right, without disregarding the profes-ion’s 
code of ethics, of doing just what the bill re- 

uires. This being the case, lam at a loss, aa 

said, to understand what the 1 of 
such legislation is. Such a bill would 
opinion, be unconstitutional.

Lobo, January 30.—The Prince of Wales 
is going to Berlin in the course of the spring, 
to pay a formal visit to the Emperor in his 
military capacity of Colonel-in-Chief of the 
Blucher Hussars. Etiquette requires that this 
visit should be paid before the Emperor comes 
to England. William will come to England on 
a visit tothe Queen as soon as the year of 
mourning for his father is over. It is proba- 
ble that the Emperor willbe Her Majesty’, 
guest at Windsor early in July fora few days, 
and while in London he willreside at Buck. 
ingham Palace. But his stayin this country 
will not exceed ten days at the most. 

WALES AND FINANCE. 

There has been a correspondence between 
the Prince of Wales and the Marguis of Salis- 
bury about money matters since the visit of 
His Royal Highness to the Queen at Windsor 
last month.

ABLE TO GET HIS MONEY. 


E. J. dannen, a Railway Postal Clerk, Ar- 
rested at Union Depot Last Night for 
Robbing the Malls—The Queer Story 
Back ef the Capture—Gannon’s Very 
Flimsy Story. *

HARGED with steal- 
ing lottery tickets 
from the mails, E. J. 
Gannon, a railway 
postal clerk, Was ar- 
rested at the Union 
Depot at oo clock last 
night. The arrest 
brings out a number 
of interesting facts 
concerning a late 
transaction in which a 
well-known gentie- 
man bucked the tiger, 
as it were, dallied with 
fortune and was 
smiled aud frowned 
upon at the same 
time. Mr. Samuel 
Hays, the ex- Postmaster and now a member 
of the House of Delegates for tne Twenty-sec- 
ond Ward, concluded that he would try what 
tuck he had, so early in December last he sent 
$10 for ten 1-40th tickets in a lottery. The 
drawing was to come off on the 18th of the 
month, and Mr. Hays watched and waited for 
his tickets to come back. He did not receive 
them and could not understand why they had 
not been sent to him. The iéth came and 
went, and still they did not arrive, He did 
not know whetber his venture had been a suc- 
cess or a failure. He wrote to find out, but 
only neard that bis tickets had been sent to 
aim on the 13th of the month and ought to 
have reached bim on the night of the léth. 
But they didn’t. 

Meanwhile Gannon, the clerk on the road 
over which the tickets should have come, 
was enjoying more information that Mr. 
Hays concerning the tickets. He runs from 
St. Louis to DuQuoln and on the night of the 
18th he reached the latter place and when he 
lett his train he went to the telegraph office 
and found that ticket number 5,806 had drawa 
1-40th of $60,000, or $1,900. He had that ticket 
and was greatiy elated when he learned his 
good fortune. He said nothing about how he 
got the ticket but he went to W. T. Edel of 
DeuQuoin, and offered to sell his lucky ticket. 
Edel inquired about the drawing 
and finding that Gannon's ticket had 


won $1,250 he bought it, paying for it $1,240 
which gave bim a commission of $10. Ede 
ays the lot 
tery prizes for collection, but the managers 
not! the bank that ticket 5806 bad been soid 
to Samuel Hays of St. Louls, who had never 
recetved it. r. Hays was notified that the 
ticket issuedto him had been presented for 
22 and he at once began suit against the 
ank and the ticket was ‘‘sequestrated’’ and 
held pending the suit. The case was reported 
to the Post-office Inspectors and the oo 4 
tion was at once begun. Mr, H. Booth, 
the inspector in charge of the New 
Orieans department oworrked the case 
at one end, and Col. John Hancock, in charge 
of this department, worked it here. The 
tickete were mailed December 18, and Gannon 
should have brought them into &t. Louis on 
his car. The inspectors, therefore, turned 
their attention to Gannon and saw Edel of Du 
coin about his connection with the affair. 
el was scared and he too went for Gannon. 
Gannon denied that he had touched the mail 
and at once gave an explanation of how he 
came into possession of the tickets. His story 
was that on the evening of December 17 be was 
sitting in a beer garden on road 
way, between Market and Walnut streets, 
in this city, drinking beer with some friends. 
He noticed a young man who was sitting sear 
them, and ie attention was particulariy 
called to the fellow because there were some 
women in tue piace, and every time be looked 
at them he saw this st who was between 
bim aud the giris. He and his friends had 
been talking about lotteries and the stranger 
had evideatiy heard them because as th 
were leaving the stranger came to him an 
ald: My friend, Iheard you talking about 
lotteries, would you like to buy some tickets?

He 
said be knew be was in a compromising 
situation, but he was willing to go at once 
with the marshal. He was under Capt. Has 
lett’s charge ail igt night and this afternoon 
was examined before Commissioner Crawford. 

Gannon is 33 years old and has been in the 
railway postal eervice for three years. He is 
married and is a native of Belleville, III. 
where his family now lives. He has a farn: 
about three miles from Belleville, and for a 
number of years lived on his farm and taught 
school. He always bore a pee reputation 
and the announcement that he 1s nos under 
arrest on a charge of robbing the mall will be 
a surprise to those who have thought so weil 
of him during bis long residence in Belleville.

Provisions for the Inspection of Cattle on 
_ the Root—A Blow at the Packing- House 
InterestsgSpeaker Russell’s Committee 
Appointments Unpepular—The Work of 
Revision—Saloonmen’s Card. 


Special Correspondence of the PosT-DisPATon. 

JEEFERSON CiTr, Mo., January 2.—The 
contest between the ranch oattlemen and 
their agent, the cattle commission merchants, 
and the butchers, which resulted in a split in 
the National Cattle Convention at St. Louis 
last fall, first brought into prominence the 
question of State and local inspection of oattle 
onthe hoof. The butchers have always fa- 
vored such inspection, and their national 
association has instructed the local and State 
organizations to recommend to the proper 
legisiative authorities the enactment of laws 
providing for it. As tbe result of the 
agitation of the subject Mr. Flanagan 
of Jasper County has introduced. 
a bill which is now pending before the House 
Committee on Benevolent and Scientific Lnsti- 
tutions, which is intended to provide the 
butobers with the much- desired legislation. 

The committee met yesterday afternoon and 
considered Mr. Flanagan measure and, 
while there was no action taken which indi- 
cated what disposition will be made of it, yet 
it is highly probable the committee will pre- 
pare a substitute, covering the same ground 
as Is gone over in the Flanagan bill and re- 
port it to the House for passage. A majority 
of the committee seem to favor the measure 
which was introduced in the Kansas Legisia- 
ture a few days ago and will probably model 
their substitute on the same lines. 

The bill in course of preparation by the com- 
mittee will provide that diseased meat, fish, 
poultry or game shall not be sold or offered 
for sale in the State, nor shail there be offered 
for sale the flesh of a calf or any other animal 
under four weeks old. 

The provisions which strike at the packing 
houses read as follows: All slaughtering 
of animals the uncured meat of which is to be 
sold for food in cities in this State containing 
a population of 2,000 or more, shall be done in 
said cities or within two miles of the limits of 
said cities, at such place or piaces as shall be 
approved by the Mayor. 

No person shall sell or offer for sale in any 
city in this State any fresh or uncured meat 


that has not been first inapected on foot 
within forty-eight hours of the slaughtering 
by a competent inspector and duiv approved, 
branded and stamped 1 provided noth- 
ing in this act sball construed to pre- 
vent the selling orthe offering forsale any 
meats slaughtered by farmers on their own 
premises. 

The tus rs areto be appointed by the 
Mayors of the cities er other proper municipal 
authorities. 

In the 8t. Louls Cattle Convention, when 
the question of cattie ins jon on the hoof 
Was Arst advocated by the butchers, it was 
claimed by the representatives of the packing- 
houses and dressed beef men, that the 
adoption of State inspection would ruin their 
business in every State, excepting only that 
in which their packing establishments are lo- 
cated. For instance, under a lav containing 
such provisions as those quoted above, it 
would be unlawful to sell in this State meat 
siaughtered in East 86. Louis or in any other 

art of another State. The shipment of dressed 

or other dre meats into Missouri, 
which was taken from cattie killed out of the 
State would be illegal, and local butchers 
would have little opposition. 

The measure mentioned as in course of con- 
struction by the Committee on Benevotent and 
Scientific Institutions will be one of the most 
important of the session and Dr. J. H. Smith, 
Chairman of the committee, is desirous of 
hearing from some &. Louis and Kansas Cit 
butchers and packers On the subject before it 
ie finally reported on.

elaborate a plan for the revision of the 
Statutes and sessions acts and became hope- 
lessiy entangled in & number of ntradic- 
tory questions on parliamentary usage.

The Two Railroad Financiers Still Hunting 
for Bondsmien. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPatcu. 

New Lon, January 30.—There was a story 
current yesterday that the object of the suit 
against Ives and Stayner was to establish a 
claim against the estate of the late Christopher 
Meyer. Messrs. Meyer, Ives and Stayner 
were alleged to have composed a syndicate 
organized to obtain control of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton & Dayton road. The amount of 
money Mr. Meyer was said to have furnished 
was $700. His estate is worth in the neighbor- 
hood of $10,000,000, and it would probably take 
that entire sum to satisfy the claims made by 
the railroad company. 

Henry A. Taylor is the executor of the Meyer 
estate. He said toa reporter: Mr. Meyer's 
connection with Ives and Stayner amounted 


to no more than this: He was a holder of the 
common stock of the C. H. & D., and was a di- 
rector in the company. He bought the stock as 
any other person inight have done. His in- 
vestment amounted to about $1,000,000 and the 
loss on it is, I should say, $500,000. Mr. Meyer 
was not a member of the firm of — 8. 
Ives & Co., and bis relationship with Ives 
and Stayver in no wise constituted a on- 
partnership. No claim has been made by the 
railroad company against the estate of Mr. 
Meyer. Neither did Ives and Stayner’s as- 
signment include the claim against the 
estate.

A DANGEROUS CALLING. 


RISKS TO WHICH GOLD AND SILVER MINERS 
EXPOSE THEMSELVES. 


Frequency of Accidents in Mining Camps— 
A Leng Death List—The Perils of the 
Ladders—The Deadly Jut“— Riding on 
Ore Buckets—A Reckless Feat—Death 
From Caving Walls.

these walls remain truly plumb for any length 
of time, some partis pusbed forward, either 
driving out of place or breaking one rung and 
projecting beyond the rounds. These juts, as 
they are called, cost a score of lives every 
year in Leadvilie alone. Their very insig- 
nificance makes them dangerous. In ascend- 
ing little risk exists, as the hand gives warn- 
ing of the vicinity of one of these juts. But in 
going down the miners have a habit, es- 
igo when the ladders are not perpendicu- 
ar, of using only one hand to grasp the 
rounds, and sometimes none at all, trustin 
entirely to balance. When the foot, instea 
of encountering a rung, meets with one of 
these juts, the balance is disturbed and a fall 
to the bottom of the shaft is most likely to 
follow. This apparently insignificant cause 
occasions more broken bones than all others 
combined, and it should be the duty of every 
superintendent to see that his ladders are kept 
in proper condition. 


OVERCROWDED OREBUCKETS. 

The greatest number of fatal accidents 
arise from carelessness in ascending and de- 
soending perpendicular shafts in buckets,and 
by means of ropes. The carelessness of some 
men in this respect is almost inconceivable. 
In every mine there is a strict rule against 
men riding in buckets filled with ore, but it is 
never enforced. Ropes are generally used to 
hoist the buckets instead of steel wires, and 
while strong enough to carry a bueketful of 
ore, when the weight oftbree or four men is 
added they not in . give way. I my- 
self saw the bodies of three men in Brecken- 
ridge, and over a dozen in Leadvilig, who had 
been killed last year by falling or turning 
buckets. When men are in a _ hurr 
to get to the top they will 
hang on to the rope with their 
feet resting on the edge of the bucket. Al 
these buckets are hung on pivots, and when 
overbalanced on one side are likely to turn a 
complete somersault, and this is nearly all 
ways fatal to the men on top, as even if they 
retain their hold on this rope the bottom of 
the bucket is likely to strike them a biow that 
will knock them off.
